‘This is very well; bat the nocd is far greater 
than tho provision, while it is morally certain 
that the calls on the Commission are about to 
be largely increased. Let us see that they be 
promptly and cheerfully met. 

We suggest that Fairs, in aid of the Sanitary 
Commission's comprehensive, persistent efforts 
for the relief of our sick and wounded soldiers, 
be got up in eyory City, County, and considera- 
blo township, and that they be so arranged, 
whenever possible, as to be in full operation on 
the day of our appronching National Thanks- 
giving (Thursday, 26th inst.), Should we have 
4 thousand Fairs in fall blast‘on that day, with 
propor efforts beforehand to commend them to 
the regard of the patriotic, we believe One Mil- 
lion Dollars might be raised, and that thousands 
of limbs and lives would thereby be saved on 
tho battle-fields and in the hospitals of the 
Union.

shrank from the application of this truth to such

Especially is this the oaso inrogard to the State of Ton 
nossoe. «Here the fiat of the Almighty in regard to 
Slavery was suspended in mid-heayon by the President's 
limited Proclamation of Freedom. An ‘'iirepresalble 
conflict” {s tho result in the breast of ovory slayebolder 
or Pro-Slayory man. And this latterclass, itis fair to 
presume, constitutes yot o largo-majority of the popula 
lotion of Leunoasce. The consequence is that nodecided 
sentiments aro developed in this State, and no sharp 
party lines can be drawn. They are all "cow-bops" 
here, studying if by any means thoy can escapo the 
Emancipation and Confiscation. The sloveholder and 
his friends eay: “Lot us be as good Union men aa we 
can be, under o Republican Administration; let us gofor 
the Constitution as it is, and in this way our peonliar in- 
stitution will be preeorved to us and our children forovo: 
‘The faot that tho President's Proclamation spares thelr 
slaves inclines them to praiso him faintly sometimes; 
but thoy frecly admit that thoy do not trast him, and 
will do all thoy canto have him succeeded by a Demo- 
crat next year. Such is the prevailing typo of Tennes- 
sco Unionism. Yon seo it has its vitality and existence 
in tho hopo and expectation of suring tho system of 
Afrlean Slayery. If tho Union army should bo driven 
back, and the Confedorate power reistablisbed in Ton! 
neséoo, it would be hailed with delight, becouse the 
peopl would say: " Undor the Confedoraos, we know Wo 
can save our élaves." 

‘What is to bo dono with a people thus watching the 
death-struggle of tho notion, ready to Join cither sldo— 
whichover may be the stronger—If ao be thoy may thero- 
by hold on to a parcel of “niggorst” ‘This condition of 
things is degrading and debasing tho sontimenta of tho 
people, making thom incapable of any high sense of Na- 
{onal honor, and convorting thom into anprincipled 
and cowardly mercenarics aud cow-boye, ~‘There Ls but 
cone way to put o stop to this evil and bring the popula- 
tion up to full epmpethy with tho tromondona issues of 
the confiiet—and that is, to plorse Slavery through and 
through, andlet it dic.

California, after yielding within _ the 
last fifteen years over Five Hun- 


dred Millions of Gold to the civilized world, 
scoms in some degree worked put—that is, hor 
rivor-beds and banks, past and present, no 
longer yield loose gold in such abundance or 
over 0 wide an area as formerly. Washings 
there still ato; but thoy are less numerous and 
in the average less productivo than they form: 
ly were. Tho hardy pioneers who ‘prospected’ 
them aro dead, orrich, or haye retired in disgust, 
or they aro now pursuing the phentom that still 
allures and evades them in British Columbia, or 
on Salmon River, or at ‘Washoe,’ or in the 
Rocky Mountains, or in Arizona. The places 
that onco knew them know them no moro: the 
rude cabins, hastily thrown up, that sholtered 
thoir early cookery from captions criticism, now 
stand windowless, silent, desorted, or sro ton- 
anted by plodding farmers. ‘Panning’ and ‘rai 
ing the color’ in California will soon be among 
the things that were. 

Quartz or Vein Mining is gradually coming in 
as the rndor and eatlier sort gocs ont; but this 
is business requiring large capital, and real 
scientifio and practical knowledge, and invinci- 
ble patience, and a spice of good luck. Itis a 
yooation like farming, or lumbering, or manu- 
facturing, wherein thoae who havo the proper 
qualifications and tho reqnisite means may 
achieve decided success; but which cannot lon 
or wisely be proseouted at all unless thoroughly. 
“Jt takes a mine to work o mine,” is an old 


Spanish proverb, founded on world-wide 
esperienee. 
—Tho famous Mariposas estate, so resolutely 


struggled for and for some years posscaced and 
developed by Gen. John C. Fremont, recently 
passed into the hands of a Company, whereof 
he is o director and presumptively a heavy 
stockholder, but of which a pampblet now be- 
fore us hames Mr, James Hoy as Prosident, Mr. 
Morris Ketchum as Treasurer, and Mr. 
W. Farlee es Secrotary. From this pamphlet, 
wo glean such facts a8 we presume will interest 
the gonoral roader. 

Tho estate is fifteen miles long, with an svor- 
age width of nearly five miles, so that it has an 
ares of 44,387 acres, or about sevonty square 
miles. It stretches from tho Merced river— 
hore a very largo mill-stream at its lowest 
stage—on the north, so as to inolude the town 
of Mariposas on the little rivor of that name 
toward the south. It is a region of generally 
wooded hills and mountains and of long, narrow 
valleys—the mountain ridges forming the west- 
ern ‘foot-hills” of the Sierra Nevada. Tho 
soil of some of the valleys is fertile, but the 
long and intense Summer drouth renders irriga- 
tion necessary to the production of most crops. 
The rock is granite, streaked with veins of 
quarta; the number and extent of gold-bearing 
quartz veins is probably not elsewhere oxocoded. 
Tienty-seven of these veins are known and 
named; and there probably are hundreds more 
tobe discovered. Three only havo yet beon 
worked to any considerable extont. Tho first 
was opened by Gen. Fremont in 1850; but, 
as his title to the estate was not con- 
firmed by United States patent till 1856, 
he was of course involyed in a protracted 
and violent controversy with swarms of squat 
tera, subjecting him to expensive lawanits and 
serious collisions. The erection of mills and 
stamps, tho opening of yeins and adits, long 
tosted the energies and resources of the pro- 
pristor; for an outlay of millions would have 
beon required to open and propare tho mini 
properly for advantageous working, But though 
very much yot remains to be dono, yot the ag- 
grogate yield of gold in 1861 amounted to 
$634,217; and in ten months of 1862 (when the 
principal mill was long idlo because of the 
carrying away of its dam over the Merced) to 
$412,290, Tho aggregate “yield of the first five 
months of the present year was $391,000; and it 
is calculated in the pamphlet before us that the 
present mills may be go run as to yield $90,000 
por month, or $1,080,000 per annum, with o not 
profit to tho stockholders of $612,000 per an- 
num! And there is no reason why the number 
of mills thus workigg may not be very largely 
inoreased. 

It will surprise many readers to learn thet the 
average yield of gold to each tun of rock thus 
far ornshed has been less than $15, and that 
yery much has been crushed that yielded less 
than $10 per tan. But tho veins that yield this 
oro are from ten to fifty feet thick, so that it is 
rather quartiod than mined; whilo an almost 
precipitous descent for several hundred feet just 
beside and parallel to the vein rendors draining 
(by adits) a trifle. It is confidently believed 
that the reck contains double if not treble the 
gold hitherto extracted from it, and that the 
moans of overcoming its stubbornness will soon 
be porfeoted. Ono of the veins now worked

‘Thora was a boat reconnoissance to Fort Sum- 
ter last ovening. Capt. Dertis, of the '*L'Enfans Pordu" 
regiment, in command of the boot infantry dotached 
trom his regiment, left Cummings Point last evening 
accompanied by twelve of his mea, bound onan expe- 
dition to the parapet of Sumter, 

‘The night wos dark, and excopting the roughness of 
tho waves, everything favored tho undortaking, which 
wos one of oxtrome hazard to the small party engaged, 
who ran imminent risk of annihilation or capture. They 
rowed slowly over, approaching the south face siloutly 
and touched the base of the ruined wall.

crossing the River. 

Gen. French's column reached” Réy'e Vord first, in 
the afternoon, and'a portion of the $4 Corps rapidly 
crossed, offecting « partial surprise of tho enom 
They were found occupying rifle pits and earthworks,

backs; hore’s for-the Yanks and a good cup of Yaukoo 
coffee.’ 
Meanwhile, Gen. Sedgivick's’ column approached 
Rappabannock Station. Lhera they found the Rebels 
in considerable fore oni this side of tho river, ocoupy- 
ing the works erected by our forces, and also intrench. 
menta whioh thoy had rocently thrown up for defensive 
purposes, As the colamn approached a hoary artillory 
fire was opsned from the Rebel batteries, which wore 
advantageously posted, Tho rads and the country bo- 
ing oxocedingly dry the shot and shell raised clouds of 
dust, nearly bilnding the men and hiding tho Rebels 
from view. 

Our batteries ropliod rigorously, and, under cover of 
their firo, a chargo was gallantly made by the Sth Wis- 
consin and © Maino regiment, who, with a torriflo yell, 
dozhed upon and carried tho redoubt, bayoneting the 
Rebels at thelr guus. Our loss hore was vory sovoro, 
thirteen commissioned officers being reported killed 
from tho Maine regiment alone. ‘The other troops ad- 
yanclng, the Rebels wero driven from their position, 
and their entire force on this side tho river, numbering 
yor 1,200, oaptured. 

Four batteries and saven stand of colors were also 
taken. 

Following op his succasa, Gon. Sedgwick drove the 
Rebels from thoir position across ‘the Rappahannock, 
capturing thelr pontoon train. Our losses here were 
very heavy, and will probably be between G00 and 700 
killod and wounded. The wounds are suid to be of the 
worst desoription, having beon principally inflleted 
with fragmonta of aholls. 

‘Tho troops were exposed to a torrible firo from bat- 
tories on both sidea of tho river, but bebaved with the 
greatest gallantry, Tho obarge upon tho Rebel works

Tho first scotion provided for tho division of all 
tho existing territory of the United States into 
Slave agd Freo Territory by the lino of 36° 30; the 
second prohibited new scquisitions of territory 
svithout the concurrence of a mojority of all the 
Senators from Slave States and o majority of all the 
Senatota from Free Ststes; tho éhird prohibited 
‘Congress from interfering with Slavery within any 
Stato; or with Slavery in tho District of Columbia, 
swithout the consent of Maryland and that of tho 
owners of the slaves; or with Slavery in any Torri 
tory where established or recognized-by Territorial 
lnw or otherwise; or with tho slaye-trade betwoon 
the States, oxcept in or through a State or Territory 
azainst ifalaws; the fourth nogatived any construc- 
tion of tho Coustitution by which auy State would 
be provonted from enforcing the delivery of fugitivo 
slaves through State officers; tho fifth prohibited 
the forojgn slave-trado; tho sizth prohibited any 
‘al™ndmont of the Constitution to the projudico of 
Slavery without the consont of all the States; and 
the seventh required Congress to provide for poy- 
inent by tho United States for all fugitive slaves 
rogoued by violonce, and for securing to citizens of 
cach State tho privileges and immunities of oitizens 
of fho goyoral Btates.
